Mr. York said he would insist that 
the city meet the board half way in 
its effort to prevent salary cuts and 
would suggest that the board absorb 
out of other accounts the additiofial 
$62,500 needed to make up the amount 
necessary to obviate the salary reduc- 
tions. About 1,400 employes are af- 


}-fected,. with approximately 1,200 of 


that number being teachers. 

Dr. McIntosh M. Burns, president 
of the board, declared Sunday night 
that it would be impossible to absorb 
the necessary amount from any fund 
or from any group of funds because 
the board has economized already to 
such an extent that the maintenance 
department has been reduced to a 
skeleton of what it should be. He 
expressed fear that some of the heat- 
ing plants may break down and that 
the schools in which this might occur | 
would have to be closed pending re-| 
pairs if the weather grows very cold | 
before January 1. 

“I feel that city council should 
meet the board half way in its effort 
to prevent the salary slash and will 
insist that the finance committee take 
steps to allocate $62,500, half of the 
amount asked, to the school depart- 
ment,” Mr. York said. 


Prevention of Cut Urged. 


“We should do everything possible 
the salaries of 
teachers and other employes of the 
system who have given faithful and 
conscientious service to the city, and 
[ feel that the committee can do 
nothing® Jess than set up half of the 
amount asked. Financial condition of 
the city will not permit appropriation 
of more than that amount, I feel sure. 

“It is my purpose to ask the board 
to absorb the difference and pay em- 
ployes of the system without any re- 
duction in salary. 

“It would be impossible for the 
board to rearrange its budget in any 
manner which would prevent a defi- 
cit,” Dr. Burns declared. ‘‘We have 
cut at every turn and have practiced 
every economy. We are now appeal- 
ing to the council to assist us. 

“When we made up the budget we 
reduced the maintenance department 
so that the program was curtailed to 
the very last degree. If the weather 
grows very cold, we fear that old 
heating plants in many of the schools 
may break down. Only Saturday we 
laid off several employes of the main- 
tenance squad, and the system from 
now until the first of the year must 
operate on nothing more than a skele- 
ton of what it should have. If the 
plants break, the schools affected 
would, we fear, be forced to close 
until repairs could be made with those 
left in the maintenance department. 
This would hamper study and the 
progress of students.

Frankfort, Ky., September 22.—()

Franklin county grand jury recon- 
venes tomorrow to continue its in- 
vestigation of state departments and 
commissions. 

Those already accused were indict- 
ed in connection with the alleged 
practice of accepting specimen copies 
of textbooks for use in the publie 
schools. The textbook commission 
in a statement yesterday defended 
the practice as that “always” in 
vogue in Kentucky and other states 
in the circumstances, and pointed out 
that the specimen copies were given 
in response to an sareltideahent for 
bids prepared by the attorney general. 


Three members of the committee 
have been quoted as admitting they 
sold several hundred volumes each to 
second-hand dealers for total running 
up to $325. 

The indictments were returned after 
three weeks’ investigation, but Com- 
monwealth’s Attorney Wade Hampton 
Whitley said the report made last 
week wax only partial. ‘The present 
grand jury was under instructions 
from a previous body that met in 
April to continue an _ investigation 
made then into affairs of the state 
highway department, and no mention 
has yet been made of the investiga- 
tion by the present inquisitorial body, 
though the commission chairman, Ben 
Jehnson, has been before the jury 
more than once. 

Governor Sampson, the first gov- 
ernor in a century of Kentucky his- 
tory to be indicted while in office, 
is to be tried October 2 in Franklin 
eireuit court. 

He and most of the seven commis- 
sioners have posted the $250 bond re- 
quired, but the trials of neither the 
commissioners nor the publishers have

It was at these tables that 
the men and women were questioned 
and their names taken. It had not 
been announced’ tonight whether 
charges would be placed against them. 

The “Bungalow” was only one of 
several places visifed by the govern- 
ment men in the early morning raids. 
Among the others was the Honey- 
suckle Inn, said by the agents to be 
a supply depot for the ‘“‘Bungalow.” 

Other arrests in connection with the 
management were expected. 


Attempt To Destroy 
Fireworks Cargo 
Brings Tragedy 


Norfolk, Va., September 22.—(/)— 
Approximately 25 workmen in a long- 
shoreman gang were hurt this after- 
noon when wreckers, attempting to 
destroy seven carloads of fireworks, 
set fire to the entire lot piled in a 
field two miles from Monroe Point, 
a village close to Norfolk. The ex- 
plosion did considerable property 
damage, blowing out window lights in 
a radius of about 20 miles. 

The fireworks were to be destroyed 
through agreement between importers 
and customs officials because’ the 
former had failed to pay import duty.

POLL TARE FORCE 


Seek To Determine Their 
Strength for Imminent 
Clashes.

Washington, September 22,—(4)— 
Party leaders in the senate were mak- | 
ing last-minute polls of their forces 
today to determine their strength in 
the imminent clashes over the most 
important and highly controversial ad- 
ministrative provisions of the pending 
tariff revision bill. 
Starting its third week of debate on 
the measure tomorrow under a pro- 
gram ealling for meeting an hour ear- 


lier than usual, the senate will face 
settlement of the paramount issues 
touching upon the proposed reorgan- 
ization of the tariff commission, the 
flexible clause, and the proposed fu- 
ture transfer from a foreign to a 
domestic valuation base for assessment 
of ad valorem duties. 

President Hoover in his message to 
the special session recommefided legis- 
lation that would permit a reorganiza- 
tion of the tariff commission and said 
that seven years of experience with 
the flexible provisions, giving the 
executive power to change customs 
rates after commission investigations, 
had proved their practicability. No 
specific reference was made to change 
in valuation, although the president 
said some means should be found to 
enable the commission to speed up 
its work because of the difficulties 
experienced in obtaining foreign val- 
ues. ° 
Democrats are prepared to contend 
for repeal of the flexible clause and 
for restoration to congress of the pow- 
er delegated to the president in 1922. 
They are expected to have the general 
support of the republican independ- 
ents, who at a meeting yesterday as- 
sessed their strength at 14, or suffi- 
cient, the later feel, to giye them a 
balance of power in the controversy. 


Depends on Position.. 


No indications have come from the 
republican regulars as to how they 
will line up, although’ generally they 
are expected to hold out for retention 
of the clause. The provision could be 
defeated easily if the democrats and 
farm state republicans maintain a 
solid front opposition, but the issue 
would face another obstacle in con- 
ference with the house,

_ This new instrument is a Russian 
invention called the theramin, after 
Professor Leon Theramin, the~young 
Russian radio dabbler who hit upon 
it. All you have to do is wave your 
hands in front of it in a certain way 
and it will play “Ramona.” Wave 
them another way and it will 
“Snookie-oookie” ‘or “Wait Till the 
Cows Come Home” or “Melody in F,” 
In fact, it will play anything dictated 
by the musical taste and knowledge of 
the operator, and: play it good and 
lond, too, should the performer so 
fancy. 


Professor Theramin brought his in- 
vention to the United States several 
months ago and demonstrated it to 
a select audience of musicians and 
social register dowagers at the Plaza 
hotel. He called it “ether music” at 
the time, and —* himself quite a 
virtuoso as well as an inventor. By 
waving his hands in front of the con- 
traption the handsome professor drew 
forth a strange and not unpleasing 
sound, something like a soprano feel- 
ing her oats, something like a violin 
as heard over the radio and some- 
thing—portentiously—like a  saxo- 
phone operated by one of these triple- 
tongue red hot boys from Harlem,

REPEAL IN TALK

_News.)-—Samuel Untermyer, noted 
attorney, advocated repeal of the 
Sherman anti-trust law in return for 
greater power and vigilance on the 
part of the federal trade commission 
in a radio talk tonight over Station 
WJZ, during Collier’s hour. 
“To enforce the prohibition 
difficult and well-nigh impossible as 
it appears,’ Untermyer said, “‘would 
| be mere child’s play as compared 
| with such a hopeless undertaking as 
enforcement of the nation’s anti-trust 
laws. It is not worth further con- 
sidering. Our only remaining alterna- 
tive is to wipe this legislation from 
the statute books and to substitute for 
it a policy that can be enforced. We 
must put effective regulated co-opera- 
tion in place of pretended enforced 
/ unrestricted competition.”

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BANKS REDUCE DEBT 


T0 FEDERAL RESERVE 


Cut of $40,000,000 in In- 
debtedness Registered in 
Recent Weeks. 


Washington, September 22—( United 
News.)—Notwithstanding a sharp de- 
mand for currency to pay harvesting 
expenses and finance the autumn 
quickening of trade, member banks in 
recent weeks have been able to cut 
down their debt to the federal reserve 
system by $40,000,000. 

Auguring an unusually strong re- 
serve banking position, this develop- 
was outlined without comment 
by the federal reserve board today in 
the September federal reserve bulletin. 
The bulletin contains the first of- 
ficial explanation of the change of 
policy inaugurated by the board Aun- 
gust 9, when the New York bank 
raised its rediscount rate to 6 per cent 
concurrently with a reduction in the 
reserve bank buying rate for accept- 
ances, 

The principal factor in reducing the 
member bank debt, according to the 
board, was a growth of $80,000,000 in 
reserve bank holdings of acceptances 
during August, a growth that exceeded 
by $25,000,000 the growth in currency 
cemand. This, in turn, is traced by 
treasury authorities to the unusual

Letters. 


Disraeli’s unpublished letters to the 
two sisters, Lady Bradford and Lady 
Chesterfield, which are appearing in 
the Daily Telegraph of London, give 
many delightful glimpses of Queen 
Victoria at Balmoral and Windsor.

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


A MAN IS AS OLD AS HIS EYES. 

When a man who has never before 
actually needed glasses begins to have 
some difficulty in reading fine print 
on & pray day or in an indifferent 
light, he has come to the peak, and 
how soon he shall begin to slide down 


he has lived. This old sight, or “pres- 
byopia” as the doctors call it, is only 
a gradual shrinkage in the power of 
accommodation, the capacity to focus 
the eyes to see clearly objects at vary- 
ing distances, and it is due to hard- 
ening of the crystalline lens. Indeed, 
the eyes betray a man’s age more 
frankly than do the arteries; at least 
to the man himself. 

When we are well born we have a 
wide field of accommodation, measur- 
ing 14 diopters. A diopter is the pow- 
er of a lens with a focal distance of 
1 meter (39.37 inches). At the age of 
15 years this is reduced to 12 diop- 
ters. At 30 years it is only 7 diop- 
ters; at 40 it has shrunk to 4 and 
at 50 it is- only 2 diopters. At 60 
it is less than a diopter, or practical- 
ly no focusing power at all. 

So, sad though it be, friends, we're 
getting senile when we find ourselves 
shoving the newspaper out at arm’s 
length or drawing: the head back to 
get a clearer view of it, and the 
hardening process, sclerosis, or loss 
of elasticity, is by no means limited 
to the focusing apparatus. It in- 
volves more or less every tissue in the 


ay. 

The eye differs from a camera in 
the focusing arrangement. Instead of 
moying the sensitive film closer to the 
lens or farther back from it, or, the 
lens to the film, the eye accommodates 
itself to objects at varying distances 
by a change in the convexity of the 
lens. Obviously the lens and the mus- 
cular attachment for manipulating it 
must be fairly elastic if it is to serve 
this purpose with efficiency. 

Now to step for just a moment 
from the scientific to the compara- 
tively absurd. I make no bones of 
saying that I cherish a peculiar no- 
tion that if. one keeps up one’s daily 
somersaults and other similar fool- 
ishness, one’s eyes will stay young 
some years longer than they will if 
one puts on. false dignity early in 
adulthood. Let the pee-wee special- 
ists and the eminent medical brethren 
bray over this all they like. I say I 
make no bones of expressing my no- 
tion about it. Take it or leave it. 

If you think it is nonsense, I dare 
you to debate the subject, and I don't 
care whether you're an outright lay- 
man or a versatile medical editor and 
hackman. | 

So far not a word about the girls. 
I just hate to drag them into this, 
but the truth is they're in it Just as 
deeply as we are, men. 

Another odd notion of mine—per- 
haps this one is a wee speck less sin- 
gular—is that one who uses his eyes 
regularly for distant vision, especially 
out in the open country, will retain 
youthful eyesight longer than he 
would otherwise. It is the enormous 
amount of close or near. work we de- 
mand of our eyes that makes ‘em set 
and become fixed for such limited 
function. A hike in the country Is as 
good for the eyes as it Is for the 
arteries, especially if you like to 
study the distant trees and other 

onders of nature.

Sponsored Tech. 

It was while serving in the general 
assembly that he made his first move 
toward founding a state technical arts 
school for boys. After years of recur- 
ring effort, the dream became a real- 
ity in 1888, when the Georgia School 
of Technology was authorized by an 
act of the general assembly of which 
he was author. Throughout the re- 
mainder of his life he was devoted 
to the advancement of Georgia Tech 
in particular and higher learning in 
general, He was named chairman of 
the commission that supervised the 
building of the school and was later 
appointed chairman of the Tech board 
of trustees, which he held until his 
death. In all the years, he took lead- 
ing parts in commencement activities 
and was a prominent figure on the 
platform at each graduating program 
until 1929, which commencement his 
health would not permit him to at- 
tend. 

Governor Harris saw Georgia's pro- 
hibition law enacted while he was 
chief executive. His administration 
was otherwise notable for advances in 
educational facilities, provision for 
Confederate veterans and other pro- 
gressive steps taken by the state. 


GEORGIA WILL HONOR 
ITS FORMER GOVERNOR. 


As the state’s highest officials paid 
tribute to the memory of former Gov- 
ernor Nat E. Harris Sunday night, 
the body of the statesman passed 
through Atlanta at 8:20  o’clock 
aboard the Southern’s Ponce de Leon, 
bound for Macon, where the funeral 
is to be this afternoon. : 

The flag atop the state capitol will 
be flown at half mast for the next 30 
days’ in honor of former Governor 
Harris, Governor L. G. Hardman an- 
nounced at his mansion here Sunday 
afternoon as he issued a_ statement 
paying high tribute to his predecessor. 
Colonel John E, Wilson the governor's 
secretary announced that the capitol 
would be closed at noon today and 
that Governor Hardman, as well as 
the living former governors of the 
State, Chief Justice Richard B. Rus- 
sell and the associates justices of the 
state = eourt and court of ap- 
peals, Chancellor Charles M. Snelling, 
of the University of Georgia, and 
trustees of Georgia Tech, would form 
an honorary escort at the funeral. 

Governor Hardman announced he 
would issue a proclamation as soon as 
he reaches his offices this morning. 

Georgia Tech, which was founded 
through a legislative act instituted by 
Mr. Harris, likewise will pay him 
tribute today, Dr. M. L. Brittain, the 
institute’s president, announced Sun- 
day night. A board of trustees meet- 
ing which was scheduled for tonight 
was cancelled. Dr. Brittaajn said he 
Was issuing directions to all instruc- 
tors to give their various classes a 
talk today on the life and work of 
Mr. Harris. Classes will be suspend- 
ed this afternoon and Dr. Brittain 
and a number of professors will go to 
Macon for the funeral. 

Governor Hardman Sunday after- 
noon sent the following telegram of 
sympathy to Mrs. Harris: 

“In the death of the Hon. Nat E. 
Harris, Georgia has lost a Christian 
citizen, one who has been active and 
loyal to every interest fostered by the 
commonwealth and a most beloved 
and honored ex-governor of the state. 

“Among the valuable services he has 
rendered was authorship of the bill 
creating the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology and his service @& president 
of its board of trustees and as one of 
its most enthusiastic supporters. 

“Mrs. Hardman joins me in ex- 
pressing our deep sympathy to you 
and the members of his family.

| New Argument.

He contends 
that under existing laws, -a_ ship 
bringing liquor for diplomats should 
be seized just as any other ship 
transporting liquor within territorial 
limits, as they are violating law. 
Likewise, a truck bringing diplo- 
matic liquor to Washington from 
Baltimore, he holds, is violating the 
law. unless the embassy owns the 
truck. 

The only way for a diplomat, even 
with his immunity, to secure liquor 
legally, he argues, is to bring it in’ 
himself and to transport it here him- 
self. Recently the justice department 
held that diplomats could not hire 
trucks for bringing liquor here, but 
must bring liquor from Baltimore here 
in their own vehicles, with a diplémat 
accompanying the load. Howell said 
that ruling is being violated. 

The diplomatic liquor problem has 
been a delicate one, and government 
officials have handled it with gloves. 

Howell said tonight he did not think 
any diplomatic liquor was going into 
bootleg channels here, but that, since 
they are violating the law in the way 
they are bringing the liquor into the 
country and to Washington. they 
should be prosecuted as well as citi- 
zens of the United States. 

Need an Example. 

“Why couldn't they prosecute these 
people?’ he asked. “What we need is 
an example. The justice department 
could make an example.”

The state owns half the St. Lawrence 
river from its shore line to the in- 
ternational boundary that traverses 
the geographical center of the stream. 

“T am fully convinced that the pub- 
lic should handle the production of 
hydro-electric power, and possibly its 
transmission, but that distribution 
may well be put in the hands of pri- 
vate enterprises under contract to 
insure the lowest possible rates to 
consumers. The Canadian province of 
Ontario handles its hydro-electric de- 
velopments somewhat in this fashion, 
owning the production and transmis- 
sion facilities, while the actual distri- 
bution is in the hands of the munici- 
palities and sometimes of the counties. 
It is all public ownership, however. 

“Consumers in the province of On- 
tario get their electric current for 
one-third to one-half the price paid by 
consumers on the American side of 
the border, although the Niagara river 
at Niagara Falls is the source of 
hydro-electric power on both sides. The 
power is produced, transmitted and 
distributed by private enterprise on 
the American side, however. Public 
ownership means something to the 
people of Ontario.”

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Great Coach Advances 
-Radical Scoring Possi- 
bilities, However.

Football has almost reached 
a climax in its spectacular as- 
pect, and too much meddling 
with the fundamental rules 
without careful study may di- 
minish the great interest now 
taken in the game. 


I am not sure the new rule in re- 
gard to the fumble received enough 
thought. The rule for 1929 prohibits 
any defensive players running with the 
ball after they have recovered a fum- 
ble by the offensive team. 

The reason for this was that some 
thought the penalty was too severe in 
permitting a team to capitalize so 
greatly on simply an error by- the 
opponent, and to score a touchdown 
without team effort necessarily. How- 
ever, the rule still permits this same 
offensive team to commit what has 
nlways been considered in fundamen- 
tal football an error, and consequently 
profit by its own mistake. 


DEFEAT OWN PURPOSE. 


In other words, the rules commit- 
jee, at the suggestion of a number 
of football coaches, made a_ rule 
change and defeated the purpose for 
which the rule was made, by allowing 
ihe offensive team to pick up its own 
fumble and run for a touchdown, and 
denying the defensive team the same 
privilege. It seems to me that while 
they were making this rule they 
should have made it equitable for both 
the offensive and defensive teams. 

The idea which prompted the rule 
presents thought for future seoring of 
points. Today the outcome of a game 
depends many times upon the judg- 
ment of one man, the quarterback. 
No doubt snany games have been lost 
by a superior team because the quar- 
terback chose the wrong play at the 
crucial moment, after the team had 
carried the ball within a scant dis- 
tance of the goal line. The question 
then develops, should there be any re- 
ward for a beautiful offensive drive 
which fails at the last instant? 

It seems to me that there is more 
merit in good offense, and that a good 
offensive drive in any part of the field 
deserves reward. Coaches and spec- 
tators like to see offense. The larger 
portion of practice periods is spent on 
offense, and why not a greater reward 
for this phase of the game and hot so 
much glory to the stalwart defensive 
stand on the one-yard line? 

SCORING TO CHANGE. 

We can probably look to future de- 
velopment that will make scoring 
either different or easier inside the 
10 or 15-yard line. 

Many people often wonder why 4 
team can earry the ball so near the 
goal and yet fail to seore. The chief 
reason js that offensive possibilities 
nre restrained the nearer a team gets 
to the goal, For instance, an incom- 
pleted pass behind the goal line goes 
ns a touchback and benefits the de- 
fensive team considerably. The for- 
ward pass is restricted to a limited 
yone because it cannot be completed 
over 10 yards behind the goal line. 
All these things, coupled with the fact 
that an offensive team wearies§ A 
little more after a long march than a 
defensive team, somewhat explains the 
reasons why many drives fail just 
short of the goal. 

I have never engineered or promoted 
any rule changes, but I am going to 
ask, why not abolish the point after 
touchdown and permit a team at any 
time on the field of play, when it is 
fourth down, to move the ball to the 
micidle of the field and try for a goal 
from the field? It would at least 
permit a team which has carried the 
ball to the five-yard 
itself sometimes in poor position for a 
jiell goal to score.

The Rubber Situation. 


The most promising thing in the 
rubber and rubber tire situation is 
the progressive decline in rubber con- 
sumption, which indicates that the 
large rubber companies are attempt- 
ing to curtail production and bring 
stocks of tires into better balance 
with demand. 

During the first half of 1929 con- 
sumption of rubber was more than 
26 per cent greater than in the same 
period of 1928; July eonsumption was 
10 per cent greater than last year 
and August consumption 12 per cent 
less, showing a progressive decline 
in consumption as compared with the 
same period a year ago. 

Tire stocks at the end of June were 
48 per cent greater than in the year 
previous and 106 per cent above the 
five-year average for that period. By 
the end of July these excesses had 
declined to 42 per cent as compared 
with last year, and 103 per cent as 
compared with the five-year average. 
In other words there has been some 
improvement, though small.

The Business Barometer |

In New York and most other large 
cities the boom in stocks continues to 
be the subject of discussion wherever 
men -are gathered together.. Comment- 
ing upon it a veteran trader recently 
remarked that we have discounted 
the hereafter as well as the future. 
There are some things in the situa- 
tion which indicate that the public 
may be coming to share this. view. 

As a matter of fact the average 


price of the issues that have been ac- 
tive on the New York Stock Exchange 
and the New York Curb Market since 
the first of the year is now sub- 
stantially below the top, and even the 
most popular favorites, such as United 
States Steel, are well under the high- 
est prices touched since the thirty- 
first day of December, 1928. 

This fact was not generally appre- 
ciated until attention was called to it 
in these letters some two weeks ago. 
Since then the effervescence of the 
stock market has diminished, although 
occasional spurts are still being at- 
tempted in this, that, or the other 
group. But to this piping the public 
have latterly refused to dance, and 
it remains to be seen whether they 
can be induced to re-enter the market 
that gives so many evidences of hay- 
ing spent itself, 

Then there is the question of un- 
distributed securities. The New York 
Times of September 17 publishes a 
striking article in which it is sug- 
gested that a large proportion of the 
brokers’ loans, so called, are being 
used to carry securities that have not 
yet been distributed. It is pointed out

From the foregoing it will be seen 
that there has been some improvement 
in the tire situation. Although stocks 
are more than double the five-year 
average shipments are only 60 per 
cent greater,. which’ means that stocks 
appear to be still rather excessive. 
This is particularly true when con- 
sideration is given to the fact that 
automobile production for the last half 
of this year, outside of Ford, will 
probably be considerably less than for 
the corresponding period of 1928. 
Furthermore, the increase in replace- 
ment demand due to the high rate of 
automobile production for the last half 
of 1928 and the first half of 1929 
will not appear until the latter part

In summary, it may be said that the 
rubber situation is showing some im- 
provement and that the sharp decline 
in consumption as reported for August 
indicates that the producers are de- 
termined to get the situation in hand 
as quickly as possible, but that stocks 
of tires are still excessive and that 
there is no reason to expect any large 
increase in demand until after the 
first half of next year.

Everyone must answer this question

But when we come to study the 
commercial and industrial phases of 
the present situation, it must be ad- 
mitted that they seem to spell con- 
tinued prosperity, in so far as the 
future can be described through the 
haze by which it is always obscured. 

Trade continues good. In some lines 
it is running ahead of last year; in 
some others it is slightly behind the 
record of 1928, but on the whole it 
is probably equal to last year, and 
with good prices for grain the west 
promises to be a liberal buyer of mer- 
chandise during the autumn. Most ob- 
servers concede that fall and holiday 
retail trade will set a new high rec- 
ord. 

In the south the decline in cotton 
seems to- have been philosophically ac- 
cepted, and the market has apparently 
stabilized itself around 18 cents, at 
which price the corp appears to -be 
moving into consumption with rela- 
tive ease. Apparently the minds of 
the buyers and sellers have met, for 
there is but little bull speculation in 
the market, and short sellers are few. 

The frade in cotton goods is about 
up to expectation. Sales are probably 
equal to the presently curtailed pro- 
duction, and there is less complaint 
of excess stocks of goods. 


The steel industry as well as the 
automobile manufacturers are a lit- 
tle less active than they were a month 
or two ago and they will probably 
decline further before the year is out. 


But their production is still well 
above last year’s level, and there is 
nothing to indicate any permanent re- 
cession in either of these industries. 

_The action of the city of New

The Rubber Situation. 


The most promising thing in the 
rubber and rubber tire situation is 
the progressive decline in rubber con- 
sumption, which indicates that the 
large rubber companies are attempt- 
ing to curtail production and bring 


stocks of tires into better balance 
with demand. 

During the first half of 1929 con- 
sumption of rubber was more than 
26 per cent greater than in the same 


10 per cent greater than last year 
and August consumption 12 per cent 
less, showing a progressive decline 
in consumption as compared with the 
same period a year ago. 

Tire stocks at the end of June were 
48 per cent greater than in the year 
previous and 106 per cent above the 
five-year average for that period. By 
the end of July these excesses hail 
declined to 42 per cent as compared 
with last year, and 103 per cent as 
compared with the five-year average. 
In other words there has been some 
improvement, though small. 

Shipments of tires last June were 
about 2 per cent greater than in 


| June, 1928, but in July. for the first 


time this year, they were somewhat 
under the corresponding month of 
1928. As compared with the five 
year average, however, July was 61 
per cent greater, while June was only 
od per cent greater, showing a con- 
tinued strong demand for casing. 
From the foregoing it will be seen 
that there has been some improvement 
in the tire situation. Although stocks 
are more than double the five-year 
average shipments are only 60 per 
cent greater. which’ means that stocks 
appear to be still rather excessive. 
This is particularly true when con- 
sideration is given to the fact that 
automobile production for the last half 
of this year, outside of Ford, willi 
probably be considerably less than for 
the corresponding period of 1928, 
Furthermore, the increase in replace- 
ment demand due to the high rate of 
automobile production for the last half 
of 1928 and the first half of 1929 
will not appear until the latter part 
of 1930. 
In summary, it mav be said that the 
rubber situation is showing some im- 
provement and that the sharp decline 
in consumption as reported for August 
indicates that the producers are de- 
termined to get the situation in hand 
as quickly as possible, but that stocks 
of tires are still excessive and that 
there is no reason to expect any large 
increase in demand until after the 
first half of next year.

The Business Barometer 
BY THEODORE H. PRICE: 
Editor, Commerce and Finance, New York. 


In New York and most other large 
cities the boom in stocks continues to 
be the subject of discussion wherever 
men -are gathered together.. Comment- 
ing upon it a veteran trader recently 
remarked that we have discounted 
the hereafter .as well as the future. 
There are some things in the situa- 
tion which indicate that the public 
may be coming to share this view. 

As a matter of fact the average 


price of the issues that have been ac- 
tive on the New York Stock Exchange 
and the New York Curb Market since 
the first of the year is now sub- 
stantially below the top, and even the 
most popular favorites, such as United 
States Steel, are well under the high- 
est prices touched since the thirty- 
first day of December, 1928. 

This fact was not generally appre- 
ciated until attention was called to it 
in these letters some two weeks ago. 
Since then the effervescence of the 
stock market has diminished, although 
occasional spurts are still being at- 
tempted in this, that, or the other 
group. But to this piping the public 
have latterly refused to dance, and 
it remains to be seen whether they 
can be induced to re-enter the market 
that gives so many evidences of hav- 
ing spent itself, 

Then there is the question of un- 
distributed securities. The New York 
Times of September 17 publishes a 
striking article in which it is sug- 
gested that a large proportion of the 
brokers’ loans, so called, are being 
used to carry securities that have not 
yet been distributed. It is pointed out 
that new issues offered to the public 
during the month of August aggre- 
gated $751,000,000, or four times the 
offerings in the same month a year 
ago, and the question of whether we 
have reached a point at which the 
undigested security issues are likely 
to cause indigestion is raised. 

Everyone must answer this question 
for himself, but the conscientious stu- 
dent of economic history would be 
recreant to his duty if the did not 
continue to point out that high in- 
terest rates do not, as a rule, stimu- 
late business, and that 9 per cent 
money cannot be regarded as a per- 
manently bullish influence. 

3ut when we come to study the 
commercial and industrial phases of 
the present situation, it must be ad- 
mitted that they seem to spell con- 
tinued prosperity, in so far as the 
future can be described through the 
haze by which it is always obscured. 

Trade continues good. In some lines 
it is running ahead of last year; in 
some others it is slightly behind the 
record of 1928, but on the whole it 
is probably equal to last year, and 
with good prices for grain the west 
promises to be a liberal buyer of mer- 
chandise during the autumn. Most. ob- 
servers concede that fall and holiday 
retail trade will set a new high rec- 
ord, 

In the south the decline in cotton 
seems to- have been philosophically ac- 
cepted, and the market has apparently 
stabilized itself around 18 ceuts, at 
which price the corp appears to -be 
moving into consumption with rela- 
tive ease. Apparently the minds of 
the buyers and sellers have met, for 
there is but little bull speculation in 
the market, and short sellers are few. 

The frade in cotton goods is about 
up to expectation. Sales are probably 
equal to the presently curtailed pro- 
duction, and there is less complaint 
of excess stocks of goods. 


The steel industry as well as the 
automobile manufacturers are a lit- 
tle less active than they were a month 
or two ago and they will probably 
decline further before the year is out. 


But their production is still well 
above last year’s level, and there is 
nothing to indicate any permanent re- 
cession in either of these industries, 

_ The action of the city of New 
York in committing itself to the con- 
struction of subways that will cost a 
total of $438,000,000 will provide em- 
ployment for labor in the eastern 
states for some time to come, and the 
announcement that 11 20-hour trains 
will be ptt into service between Chi- 
cago and New York on September 29 
Is cited as evidence of the demand 
for high-class traveling facilities. 

The building industry shows little 
change as the autumn opens. De- 
creases in permits issued apparently 
foreshadow a decline but large pro}j- 
ects keep builders busy. Office rents 
are slightly higher in New York as 
a result of the congestion that has 
been caused by the demolition of many 
old buildings, and the displacement 
of their tenants. But many million 
cubic feet of new office and ware- 
house space will be available a year 
from now, and some are wondering 
whether it can be rented at the prices 
that are asked for at present. Similar 
conditions are said to prevail in many 
of the larger cities where skyscrapers 
are under construction. 

Coffee is the only commodity mar- 
ket to which interest was especially 
attracted last week. As a result of

Seasonal Upturn Is Sharp 
In Wholesale, Retail Trade 


New York, September 22.—(4)— 
The general besiness situation devel- 
oped few changes of significance dur- 
ing the past week, the expected sea- 
sonal upturn in wholesale and retail 
trade receiving considerable impetus 
from the cold weather, while heavy 
industries such as steel and automo- 
tive Jagged nearer to the levels of 
this season a year ago. 

Steel inget production for the en- 
tire industry averaged around 8O per 
cent of capacity, as compared to less 
than 80 per cent at this time a year 
ago. Both this industry and the au- 
tomobile manufacturers were watched 
closely for definite signs as to the fall 
trends. In steel renewed inquiry 
for railway equipment and structural 
steel were regarded as favorable 
straws in the wind. The automotive 
situation remained somewhat clouded, 
however. Small car manufacturers 
were reported to have curtailed out- 
put a little in anticipation of some 
impairment of agricultural purchas- 
ing power as result of recent crop de- 
terivration. Makers of expensive cars 
reported some acceleration of activity. 

Commodities Steady. 

Commodity prices generally held 
fairly steady during the week, some 
sagging in steel scrap was reported, 
but the southern pig iron markets im- 
proved. In non-ferrous metals, cop- 
per and lead buying quited down con- 
siderably from the recent flurry, but 
prices held about steady. Keen com- 
etition in the retail gasoline mar- 
sets caused some uneasiness in the 
petroleum industry. Crude produc- 
tion increased a little, and there were 
renewed rumors of a cut in mid- 
continent crude prices. 

Despite better demand for textiles 
and general expansion of activity in 
the clothing industry, prices of lead- 
ing textile fabrics eased a little, due 
largely to technical market conditions. 
Grains also sagged somewhat, under 
the influence primarily of weather 
and crop estimates. 

The September 1 reporf on cold 
storage stocks of foods showed con- 
siderable increases over last year and 
the five-year average, but on the 
whole prices held fairly steady. 

Manufacturers of several of the 
lighter lines, such as radio sets and 
tubes, continued to operate at a high 
rate, while orders were not so large 
as recently. Shoe factories continued 
to maintain operations well above this 
time last year. Furniture producers 
were also active. Such products as 
machine tools, electrical equipment, 
paints and varnishes were in good 
demand. 

Building contracts let for the past 
week, as reported to F. W. Dodge & 
Company from the 37 states east of 
the. Rockies, showed a sharp increase 
over the previous week, but the daily 
average of contracts let for the two 
weeks of September, according to this 
compilation, was about 80 per cent 
below that of September, 1928. The 
week’s upturn in building was almost 
entirely of the heavier sorf, that 1s, 
industi4al, civil engineering and pub- 
lic works projects.
